The forty day season of Lent, uni­ 
versally observed by Catholics and 
generally observed by Protestants 
begins Ash Wednesday. March I, 
and ends at noon on Holy Satur­ 
day, April 15. 
The regulations for Lent, so far 
ac it affects Catholics in the diocese 
of Harrisburg, were announced by 
the Rev. Father Mark E. Stock, at 
all services in St. Francis Xavier’s 
Catholic church. Sunday. The reg­ 
ulations are directed to the mem­ 
bers of the faith by Bishop Philip 
P. McDevitt and are as follows: 
Catholic Regulations 
“All the days of Lent. 
Sundays 
alone excepted, are fast days. 
“Tile law of fast obliges: In con­ 
science and under pain of sin; the 
U t/ of fast permits only one full 
uveal a day, which may be taken 
either at noon or in the evening; it 
permits in the morning of a cup 
of tea, coffee or chocolate and two 
Ounces of bread, and in the evening 
or at noon a partial meal not ex­ 
ceeding eight ounces. 
“The law of abstinence forbids to 
everybody over seven years of age 
the use of meat on all Wednesdays 
end Fridays of 
Lent, on 
Ember 
Saturday (March IO) and the fore­ 
noon of Holy Saturday, April 
15 
It permits the use of butter, cheese, 
milk and eggs even' day and the 
use of lard and drippings in the 
nteparation of 
foods. 
It likewise 
permits fish, oysters and other sea 
foods to be taken with meat on 
the days when meat is allowed. 
"The following persons are 
ex ­ 
empted from the law of fasting: 
“Th©se Who1- are witter 21 years 
of age; those who have completed 
'-Cheir 59th year; the sick and con­ 
valescent; those who are engaged in 
hard labor or in duties which e x -i 
haust 
their 
physical 
strength; 
those who are bearing or nursing 
infants. 
Papal Indult

eat meat on any day of Lent ex- i 
c?pt Fridays. Ash Wednesday and I 
the forenoon of Holy Saturday.

Automobile 
thieves 
apparently 
were less active in Pennsylvania in j 
1932 than in 1931. 
The stolen car! 
unit, bureau of motor vehicles, re­ 
ports 3,339 Pennsylvania owned cars 
stolen last year. 
In 1931, 4,574 were 
reported stolen, a decrease for 1932 
of 1,255, or 27 per cent. 
In addition to stolen cars, 
the I 
unit reports 898 cars found ab an ­ 
doned on the highways by others 
than their owners and returned to 
their owners. 
Fully 95 per cent of 
these cars were w hat 
the 
unit 
term s ‘ joyrides,” 
or 
cars 
“bor­ 
rowed” without the owner’s con­ 
sent. "Joyrides” usually are not re­ 
ported stolen since recovery gener­ 
ally 
is 
made within twenty-four 
hours. 
A total of 3.250 cars were report­ 
ed recovered in 1932. This does not 
m ean th at num ber was recovered 
out of the total reported stolen last 
year 
They may have been stolen 
in other years. No record has been 
kept of the exact num ber of ears 
recovered the same year as stolen 
The bureau, however, began keep­ 
ing such a record January I.
